•  Maryland  approved  high  standards  for  student  participation  and  perfor- 
mance that  all  schools  are  expected  to  reach  by  1995.  In  November 
1990,  the  first  Maryland  School  Performance  Program  Report  was  un- 
veiled as  the  Schools  for  Success  campaign  began.  In  this  first  year  of 
implementation,  baseline  data  indicate  that  15  of  Maryland's  school  sys- 
tems have  already  met  satisfactory  or  excellent  standards  in  writing,  12 
in  reading,  4  in  math,  5  in  citizenship,  23  in  elementary  attendance  rate, 
1  in  secondary  attendance  rate,  4  in  dropout  rate,  and  23  in  promotion 
rate. 

•  The  Maryland  State  Department  of  Education  declared  a  critical  teacher 
shortage  in  the  certification  areas  of  mathematics,  science  (chemistry, 
earth  science,  physical  science  and  physics),  special  education,  and 
trades  and  industry.  In  addition,  an  extraordinary  teacher  shortage  exists 
in  Baltimore  City  and  the  counties  of  Caroline,  Garrett,  St.  Mary's,  and 
Somerset. 

•  The  Maryland  State  Department  of  Education  provides  instructional  tele- 
vision on  all  Maryland  public  television  channels  from  9:30  to  2:30.  New 
shows  include  T.J.'s  Rights,  a  middle  school  program  on  the  Bill  of 
Rights;  Our  Chesapeake,  a  middle  school  program  focused  on  the  pro- 
tection and  health  of  the  bay;  StarFinder,  a  30-part  science  series  for 
grades  7-10  featuring  astronomy,  physics  and  the  Hubble  Space  Tele- 
scope; and  Reading  Between  the  Lines,  a  5-part  reading  strategies  se- 
ries for  grades  4-6. 

•  The  Maryland  Educational  Technology  Network  (METNET)  has  over 

1 ,020  users  throughout  the  state  and  720  networked  systems  in  Mary- 
land schools. 
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More  Facts 


•  Of  the  school-aged  (age  6-1 6)  homeless  children  in  Maryland,  844  did 
not  attend  school  regularly  due  primarily  to  lack  of  transportation,  uncer- 
tainty of  family  plans  or  parents'  concern  for  the  child's  safety. 

Homeless  children  who  are  eligible  for  kindergarten  are  usually  with- 
drawn from  school  or  never  enrolled  because  the  half-day  program  pres- 
ents a  barrier  to  parents  looking  for  employment  and  housing  and  keep- 
ing scheduled  appointments. 

Maryland's  homeless  children  attend  five  to  six  different  schools  a  year.
